de Abrew, assistant commission- 

er from Ceylon, of me yesterday after- 
noon. 

And, of course, I*climbed to the second 
story of the interesting Ceylon building 
at once. I saw much pottery, many inlaid 
jewel boxes, pieces of statuary, but not a 


sign of a book. 
“Flere the yare,’’ said Mr. de Abrew, 
pointing to what looked like a pile of 


decorated sticks with bright-colored strings 
wrapped about them.

He picked up one of the ‘‘sticks’’ and 
unwrapped the string that bound it. One 
end of the string served as the binding 
of the book. The stick opened and there 
were leaves within it—palm leaves—three 
inches In width and eighteen inches long.

The other two companiese are the Gen- 
eral Service Co.. of which H. B. Hardt is 
manager, and the General Exhibit Repre- 
sentatives’ Co., of which Theodore Thomas 
is manager. Both these companies num- 
ber many exhibitors in their organizations, 
and they claim the right of these exhib- 
itors to do their own janitor work and to 
have it looked after by the company wit: 
which they are associated and which en- 
joys from its members the power of at- 
torney. ‘ : 

The janitor privileges are considered one 
of the best plums to fall during the Expo- 
sition period. embracing in many instances 
not only the task of keeping exhibits 
cleaned and presentable, but in many in- 
stances meaning a complete supervision of 
exhibits. This is particularly true in cases 
where caretakers have not been sent with 
exhibits.

During* the maneuvers a few weeks ago 
the Missouri rammed the battleship [lli- 
nois and narrowly missed sinking her. The 
court of maulry, exonerated Capt. Cowles 
and Secretary Moody approved its recom- 
mendation that no further action be taken, 
though he reviously had insisted on 
courts-martiai for all officers on whom the 
slightest reflection was thrown by the court 
of inquiry. 

The court that investigated the ramming 
of the Illinois reported that, if Capt. Cowles 
had obeyed the regulations and given the 
prescribed ao at the proper time, the 
accident could not have happened, but ex- 
cused him on the ground that his ship and 
crew were green.

Mayor Harrison, Who Is Espousing 
the Williams Boom, Is Fight- 
ing for His Life.

CHICAGO, April 14.—The fight for Illinois 
between the regular Democratic orgamen | 
tion and the Hearst organization is now | (- 
raging in Chicago and Cook County. 

The regulars are split into factions, led 
respectively by Mayor Harison and former 
Mayor John P. Hopkins, chairman of the 
state committee. Both are anti-Hearst, 
but, for political purposes, desire to exer- 
cise influence with the delegation that goes 
to the state convention.

Admits His Combine Sells Its Product 
in England Below Price Asked 
by Canadian Mills. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—C. W. Lyman 
vice-president of the International Paper 
Co., has entered a general and specific 
denial before the Hlouse committee on the 
judiciary of the charges against the “‘paper

A Department-Store Experiment in Which the Employes Initiate Shop Rules and 
Settie Disputes.

the problem of employer and em- 

ploye is that now found in one of 
the largest department stores of Boston. 
The proprietor of this store during his 
first years of business had_ all sorts of 
trouble with his help, and found that his 
business was not prospering. After study- 
ing the subject for a long time he formed 
all his employes into a co-operative asso- 
clation. Into its hamds he committed the 
absolute care and contro! of a clubhouse, 
social hall and library, which ‘he donated, to 
the employes. He exercises no supervision 
over that branch of the business at all, and 
the workers are relieved of all espiomage 
or suspicion of it. 

More important and original, however, is 
the fact that this co-operative association 
has an important voice in the management 
of the business. The aasociation has the 
power to initiate or amend any store rule 
affecting_the efficiency of ite members. A 
vote on a store rule, when passed by two- 
thirds of a quorum of the members, goes 
into effect at once—subject to the veto of 
the firm. And even the firm's veto may be 
overridden by a two-thirds vote of all the 
members of the association. Still more in-

sisting of any dispute between the com- 
pany and its employes. For example, if an 
employe is dismissed by the-firm and a 
two-thirds vote of the arbitration board de- 
cides that his dismissal was a mistake or 
was unjustified, he must be reinstated. If 
an employe’s salary is reduced and a ma- 
jority of the board decides that the reduc- 
tion was not just, the salary és restored 
to its former figure.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., April 14.—Where 
one Italfan settled in New England 10 years 
ago a hundred are making their homes to- 
day. 

Bands of them can be seen a'most any 
wéek on the trains or in the railroad sia- 
tions of Connecticut, each member of the 
company wearing his tag, each with a bun- 
die of household goods slung in a red ban- 
danna over his shoulder, each with his $10 
or $12 sewed in his clothes. 

They scatter throughout the country vil- 
lages and in the manufacturing centers of 
the state, herding in the cheap tenements, 
taking up the tumbledown farms once oc- 
cupied by thriving New England families, 
and forming at once a problem for the 
towns and cities to solve, and a menace to 
the oldtime high moral evel of the New 
Lingland people. 

There are now 27,000 Italians living in 
Connecticut. In New Haven alone a quar- 
ter of the population is Italian and Hebrew. 

In 1900 there were 732,000 of these people in 
this country. In 1993 alone 210,000 of these 
Over 90.000 Ital- 
jlans have come to the New England states 
fn the last four years. Maine received 681 
of these, New Hampshire 253, Vermont 1121, 
Rhode Island 10,418 
Up to the taking of 
the last census there was no marked in- 
crease in the number of immigrants from 
southern Italy who came to New England. 
In the last four years there has been a 
sudden and most remarkable influx of these 
people. . 

This marked change in the character 
nationality of New England’s immigrants 
is regarded by students of the social con- 
ditions in New Enigsnd as most menacing. 
The Rev. Joel S. itts of Hartford, secre- 
tary of the Missionary Society of Connecti- 

cut, and one of the best-informed and 


most active workers in this field in New 
England, has lately stirred up considerable 
. interest in this subject in this state 
through statistics which he has personally 
gathered, : 


Serious Problem 
in New England. 


Mr. Ives states that a serious problem 
confronts New England just now on ac- 


count of the new conditions of immigra- 
tion. In a recent address on this subject 
when he gave before the Men's Club in 
the United Church, New Haven, Mr. Ives 
made some startling statements. On the 
general subject of immigration he says: 
“During the last 40 years an alien mul- 
titude of 16,000,000 has been added to our 
population, which has raised the percent- 
age of foreign parentage in the United 
States from \28.2 to 34.3 per cent in 1900. 
Furthermore, the last ten years, and par- 
ticularly the last five, since the census 
Was made, have shown marked changes, 
not only in the astonishing increase in 


_ humbers, but even more in the sources of 


that immigration. Since 1898 the annual in- 
crease has been more than 100,000, while 
for the last twelve months it has been 
more than 200,000, bringing the total for 
1903 to the unprecedented figure of 1,000,000. 
| March registered 93,594; April, 129.632; May, 
140,850; and June 101,183. Such figures brea 
‘all records at the immigration office. Think 
of it, a million alliens in a single year!”
